Captain's Bravery Saved All The 


Passengers and Cre^v 


Frank F. Fee, the Lumberman, and Hundred Others 


In Great Peril When Quebec Liner Struck 


Bermuda Reefs During Fierce Gale. 


Mr. Frank F. Fee, proprietor of the big hardwood saw mill, which is 


located, near the Newark Machine Works, in West Newark, was one of 
the-passengers on the illfated Mediana, which was wrecked on a reef at 
Hamilton, Bermuda, Tuesday. A cablegram received by the manager of 
the (Fee mill Tuesday night announced that Mr. Fee and the other 100 
people on board the ship nad been i-scued. Mr. Fee left Newark a wee 
ago last Tuesday for a cruise south and intended to remain away until 
the middle of March. It is not known what effect the ship disaster will 
have on his plans. Mrs. Fee is now visiting

F. Feo, the hardwood lumber mill man 
of Newark. 0. 


The accident occurred at 3 a. m\ 


A gale that sent the water in sheets 
over the ship at the time. Captain 
Fraser was feeling his way to 
safe 


anchorage in lee of one of the reefs 
to await daylight. It is supposed he 
over-estimated the vessel's speed or 
that she was caught by the swirling 
currents that abound in these danger- 
ous waters. 


Every man, woman and child was 


taken off the Matliana in the lifeboats. 
They were placed aboard tugs that 
took them into the harbor at daylight, 
through the tortuous channel that the 
Quebec liner has 
many times.

• Hamilton knew — that brave Captain 


Roderick Frasor and his second offi- 
cer were still on the wreck that rock- 
ed out there on the coral reef. He had 
refused to leave his ship. His second 
officer had stayed with him. 


Tlie sea had calmed by noon.

was nearly that -time when all except 
the Captain and his faithful 
officer 


were landed. 


At dusk the ship was still seen bal- 


anced on the reef. Tugmen then ex- 
pressed a hope, that they hacUscoffed 
at in the early morning hours, that 
the liner might again float. 


The Madiana had been, bound for 


Bermuda and the Windward and Lee- 
eBrmuda and the Windward and Lee- 
ward Islands.

All retired at the usual 
time, cheered with the prosepct of be- 
ing in port for breakfast.

they were the nervous and hysterical 
ones among the women. Some of these 
had dropped fainting in the coridors. 
Others had been pushed down in the 
rush to the main saloon. 


But the men stood by. They helped 


the women. They obeyed the officers, I 
who stood guard at the entrance to 
the grand companion way. They real- 
ized that to venture forth while the 
gale raged might mean instant death. 
They marveled that the crew outside 
had managed to prevent themselves 
from being washed overboard. They

pices of the London Reform union at 
Clifford's Inn

Kowutree of York delivered n lecture 
on "The Problem of Poverty," in 
which he said: 


Concerning the. measure :tnd the 


quality of the present distress in Lon- 
dou there Is room for a legitimate dif- 
ference of opinion. It may be or may 
not be more acute and more general 
than that of 180."i, but there is. unfortu- 
nately. not the slightest doubt that it is 
painfully real and very widely spread. 
In these circumstances it can hardly 
be wrong, and it rn.ny be productive of 
beneficial effect, if I give an account in 
plain terms of a night spent with offi- 
cials of the Salvation Army, in the 
company of a friend, watching in detail 
the operations which they have under- 
taken to meet some of the most press- 
ing cases in an immense accumulation 
of misery- It is alse fair to the Salva- 
tion Armv to say, by way of preface, 
that I am constitutionally averse to 
"corybantic Christianity," that I detest 
many of their methods and that I am 
convinced of the unsoundness of many 
of their social principles. For that rea- 
son my praise is the better worth hav- 
ing. 


At a quarter to 1 yesterday I made 


my way with a friend by appointment 
to the Salvation Army establishment 
in -Stanhope street, Drury Lane, of 
which Colonel Sturgess is the presiding 
official. There, waiting in cue, like 
those who desire to enter the pit of a 
popular theater, were some hundreds 
of men and wornen'who were uuques- 
tionably destitute and homeless. They 
were of all ages. Plenty of them were 
ablebodied, few of them were very bad- 
ly dressed, although practically none 
were adequately protected against the 
weather. To each in turn were given 
a bowl of soup and a hunk of bread. 
Each then took a spoon from a basket 
lying on the pavement, a pinch of 
salt from a bowl, and passed into a side 
street to consume his meal. The wo- 
men were allowed to sit and eat inside 
the building. 


The order maintained was perfect, 


and each man when he had finished re- 
turned his bowl and spoon and passed 
away out of sight, lost in the damp 
darkness of the night It speaks vol- 
umes for the recipients of this simple 
but satisfying meal (which costs about 
three-quarters of a penuy a head) that 
so far not a single bowl or spoon has 
been lost. As for the spectacle, it was, 
without any affectation, one upon 
-which it was simply impossible for an 
Englishman to look without deep sor- 
row. I had, as others have, often read 
of the homeless and destitute. But 
segnius irritant is always true. It was 
appalling to see them filing away in an 
apparently endless procession into the 
slush and the darkness, with no hope 
of adequate shelter, yet with all the 
dogged patience of despair. But I was 
glad to learn that on the afternoon of 
the preceding day the authorities of the 
Salvation Army had resolved to open 
all their halls and barracks as gratui- 
tous night shelters. 


So to Whitechapel, where the story 


was the same, save that the individu- 
als were other men and other women. 
There we consumed some of the soup, 
•which -was excellent stuff, "with some 
heart in it," as country folk say, and 
very welcome in the raw morning-, and 
inspected the accommodation provided 
for and crammed with those who could 
afford the princely sum of threepence. 
It is, of course, of the plainest, but the 
men were sleeping soundly in the rows 
of oblong frames, not unlike orange 
boxes, which, with a mattress, a pil- 
low, a blanket and a quilt of American 
cloth, are the beds of a Salvation Army 
shelter. 
Everything was spotlessly 


clean, but it must be confessed that on 
reaching the top floor what a colleague 
once called "the very distressing smell 
of humanity'' was distinctly apparent- 
It should be added that the sanitary 
and washing arrangements appeared 
to be excellent They included baths 
and pans for washing clothes and an 
oven for baking infested garment?, as 
well as the more obvious requisites. 
Colonel Sturgcss had also collected sta- 
tistics showing the- immensely varied 
character of the recipients of this real 
charity and the very large number of 
them who had been many nights with- 
out shelter. With these it is needless 
to burden the text Ships' stewards:. 
stokers, grocers' employees. Ia1»or«>rs. 
masons, photographic artists, doctors 
of medicine, mechanics of all kinds. 
have been saved from imminent risk ol 
starvation by the prompt charity of the 
Salvation Army.
